ditin& and clear account, in writing, of all the monies by them received and
expended by virtue of this act, and to return a true copy thereof, and fhew and

produce the vouchers to fupport the fame, to the juftices of faid county at their

May courts yearly, to be by the faid juftices infpected and examined; which

faid accounts (hall be lodged with thé clerk of the faid court.

IX. And be it enaften, That after the expiration of the faid three years, the After three
juftices of the faid county court re(‘peé'tiv.c]y, for the time being, fhall and the {:}z’ﬁ“s
are hereby empowered to aflefs and levy on all the Property in faid county fubjeét ney, %e.
and liable to afleflment, at the time of laying their county rate, a fum of cur-

X. anv be it enatted, That the faid truftees, of a major part of them, fhal] Truftees to
and they are hereby authorifed, direCted and enjoined, to meet together betweer e ) carlys
the Brft and tenth day of November, yearly; und at all fuch other times as they
fhall judge neceflary, at the alms and work-houfe in the faid county; during the
continuance of this a&, to appoint -a fit perfon. to be overfeer of the alms and
work-houfe in the faid county, and other proper officers and fervarits; as to them
thall appear neceflary for carrying. an the bufine(s of the faid corporation; and
they, or the major part of them, thall and may agree, and they are hereby em-
powered to pay the faid overfeer,  out of the money raifed and collected as afore-
faid, a fum not exceeding fixty-five pounds carrent money per annum, as a falary,
and fo pro rato during his continuance in office, and fhall then take bond, which
the faid overfeer, and any other overfeer to be appointed, fhall and is hereby
obliged to enter into, with good and fufficient fureties, in the penalty-of two
hundred pounds current money, payable to the faid truftees of the poor, con-
ditioned -as follows, to wit: ¢ The condition of the above obligation is fuch;
